Encounters in Belgium Field of Operations Near Ghent— 
French Official Report Corrects Some False News Given 
Out by Germans—Statement That Gallic Cavalry Divi- 
sions Were Wiped Out is Branded as Lie—Losses Sus- 
tained by Germans as Great as the French. 


Paris, Oct. 14.—(3.10 p.m.)—The following official announcement was given 
outin Paris this afternoon; 

“In the Belgian field of operations there were some encounters during the 
night of October 12-13 and during the day of October 13 in the region around 
Ghent. English and French troops have occupied Ypres. 

‘First—On our Jeft wing as far as the Olse, the operations are developing 
normally, 

“Second—On the center previous reports of the progress of our armies in 
the region of Berry-au-Bac have been confirmed, 

*Third—On our right wing there is nothing new, 

“While it is not our custom to reply to the inaccuracies of the German press 
{t seems to us proper to denounce the false news published in certain German 
newspapers concerning the pretended destruction of two divisions of French 
cavalry. This information is absolutely erroneous, The truth is that certain 
forces of French and German cavalry with supports have been engaged for sev- 
eral days along the front of La Bassee, Estaires, and Bailleul. The German 
cavalry succeeded in making a very slight advance between the canal of La 
inssee and the Lys but they were obliged to draw back in the territory north- 
of Lys. 

"The losses sustained by the German cavalry are assuredly as perceptible as 
our own, One of the German divisions suffered particularly because it was 
pursued during one entire day by our aylators who did not cease to throw 
bombs down upen the German troops. 

“Another case is the fact that the Germans announce they are undertaking 
the investment of Verdun. In this instance also, to learn the truth it Is suffi- 
cient to refer to the situation as set forth on several occasions in the French of- 
ficial communications, The Germans have not succeeded up to the present 
tine in hurling themselves against the fortified position of Verdun. They have, 
however, made two futile encounters to envelope, at a considerable distance, 
Vrench forces which are operating around Verdun. One of these,efforts, was

“The other enveloping movement on the part of the Germans undertaken in 
much greater numerical strength was directed toward crossing the Meuse in 
the rion of St. Mihiel. If the Germans succeeded in reaching this river on 
the front between Malzey and Chauvon court, all their efforts to advance far- 
ther resulted In failure, These German forces found themselves caught on the 
flank by detachments of our troops which advanced from the south to the north

DISCOVERY OF AMERICA 
BY COLUMBUS FITTINGLY 
CELEBRATED LOCALLY 


October 12, 1914, the 422nd anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America by 
the immortal navigator, Christopher 
Columbus, was fitingly celebrated by 
Edmonton Knights of Columbus by a 
concert and smoker held at their club 
house on Victorla avenue.

AMERICA SHP 
SEED BY CRUSE 
COAL GERMAN 


Captured Vessel Owned by 
Phillipine Firm, Sailed With 
Coal Cargo, 


NO FORMAL COMPLAINT IS 
MADE AT WASHINGTON 


Presumed Owners Will Be 
Content to Let Their Case 
Be Forfeited, 


Washington, Oct. 14—Details of the 
seizure by the British cruisers of the 
American steamship Rio Pasig, and of 
her detention at Hong Kong as a prize 
were reecived here today, showing 
that the vessel Was charged with en- 
deavoring to supply coal and other 
supplies to some of the German cruis- 
ers which have been preying on Bri- 
tish commerce in the China seas and 
other eastern waters. 

The Rio Pasig was owned in Manil- 
aby by a Phillippine firm, and sailed 
under the Phillippine flag with a car- 
go of coal, ostensibly bound for Guam. 
She actually did go through the for- 
mer, making a voyage as documented, 
but instead of discharging her cargo 
at Guam, is said to have sailed for 
Yap, in the Marshall islands. Before 
she arrived that port had been seized 
by either the Japanese or the British 
from Australia (some doubt exists 
which government seized it), 

Learning of what had happened at 
Yap, the Rio Pasig sailed westward 
and was steaming naer the straits 
when seized by British cruisers. No 
formal complaint has yet been lodged 
with the government, and it is pre- 
sumed that the owners of the ship are 
content to let their case be forfeited.

SERIOUS SITUATION IN 
DUTCH TERRITORY WHEN 
REFUGEES ARRIVE THERE 


(By Edgar Rowan.) 

London, Oct. 14.—The Chronicle cor- 
respondent at Rosendaal says that 
when it became known that the Ger- 
mans were about to occupy Ghent the 
Whole population, some 200,000 persans 
fled to Sas Van Ghent, in Duteh terri- 
tory, where there have been some re- 
markable scenes. 

“Wealthy people,” he says, “arrived 
in their carriages and motors with all) 
the valuables they could save, The 
poor came afoot and on cycles, many 
pushing wheelbarrows, and all 
kering under the weight of bundles of 
household goods. It is a serious posi- 
tion for Sas Van Ghent, already over- 
crowded, and food must be rushed there 
from distant parts of Holland, as the 
towns near it are in the same plight, 
being overrun with armies of refugees.” 

The morning Wost’s correspondent 
says: 

“Thousands of Belgian refugees have 
been received with the utmost sym- 
pathy in Holland, every ore considering 
it an honor to help these poor people.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung insinuates } 
that the Dutch, though making good 
profit out of the well-to-do refugees, 
are allowing the poor ones to starve. 
Intense indignation has been caused 
here by this allegation.

THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
CROWD OSTEND HARBOR

London, Oct. 14.—As early as 6 
o'clock yesterday morning the harbor 
station at Ostend was besieged by 
thousands of people anxious to get 
aboard the mail boats, according to a 
despatch from the Ostend correspon- 
dent of Reuters.

The Hohenzollerns have encompassed the death of probably 
half a million men, and the end is not yet by many hundreds of thous- 
ands. Their object in launching this tidal wave of blood has been 
{o satisfy an egotistical ambition to dominate the destiny of millions 
who donot now recognize their claims to divine authority nor their 
infallibility as rulers. To fasten this domination they propose to put 
“Germany over all,’’ substituting German institutions and German 
“culture” for the institutions and culture of the countries which they 
propose to conquer. ; 

But the test of experience shows that where German ins 
and German culture come into peaceful contact with institutions and 
culture of the Countries to which Germans migrate, Germany's ideals 
and systems languish and invariably lapse. This outcome Is arrived 
at by Germans subscribing to the manners and customs of the coun- 
tries to which they migrate. 

No better illustration of this than United States can be had at the 
present time, Germans claim that 30 per cent. of the population of 
United States is Teutonic. Yet the systems, language, ideals and am- 
bitions of United States are of a nature which had their original ex- 
pression in the country which United States fought to the death in 
order to make herself independent of. Germany had United States 
enmity toward Britain as a basis upon which to work, and one out ot 
every three or four of the population as a fulcrum. Yet the Germanic 
influence has been virtually swallowed up, Germans themselves have 
discovered in the systems of the country to which they came In such 
enormous numbers something so superior to their own that their own 
almost instantly converted to these and hasten to take 
fullest advantage thereof. The kaiser sees his own people go abroad 
and merge their Germanism into the superior systems of democracies.

FINISH OF THE WAR STILL 
IN THE DISTANT FUTURE 
~The military critics who thought this was going to be a short 
war will have to revise their estimates. The war has now been in 
the first week in August and a comprehensive glance 
at the situation shows that it is only now getting well under way. The 
allies are still pouring recruits into the line that stretches from the 
Vosges to the North Sea. The Russian millions have not, yet come 
up in anything like the numbers that will be engaged within another 
month or six weeks. The navies have not yet been engaged in 
more than mere incidents. And, most significant of all, Kitchener 
is going ahead with his arrangements upon a basis that presupposes 
months and possibly years of war, giving recruits 26 weeks of 
training, and setting the date for the launching of his next great 
expeditionary force at some time after Christmas, $ 

Viewed in retrospect, the reader of history, for whose benefit 
the momentous events of decades and centuries are crowded into 
pages, loses count of the fact that the consummation of the things 
recorded in a paragraph may have exhausted years of time. The 
French revolution was under way three years before Napoleon came 
into the calcium’s glare. It was not until twenty years later that 
finis was written to this one man’s remarkable career of war, the 
working out of his destiny and all that it entailed absorbing two of 
the most crowded decades of history. 

fo readers who have accommodated themselves to a trans- 
mission of intelligence which normally gives the smallest detail of 
news immediate record on the other side of the globe, the belated 
and fragmentary reports which are permitted to click past the censor 
make the movements of armies seem cumbersome. But as amatter 
of fact, the march of events in Europe has been more rapid than 
anything of a like nature heretofore recorded and upon a more tre- 
mendous scale. Into each day of the few brief weeks of war there 
have been crowded battles of greater magnitude than Waterloo, 
encounters more sanguinary than Gettysburg have gone almost 
unrecorded. Civilization is burning up its assets in men and wealth 
more rapidly than ever before; but modern civilization has much 
more to burn up. Civilization and warfare are not snyonymous. But 
civilization permits nations to call into warfare the most extreme limit 
of their durability; to move their last man to the front and to call 
out their last resource. For this reason, the present war, although 
greatest in magnitude, promises to become the most exhausting and 
the longest because there is more to exhuast. With each of the in- 
volyed nations in possession of yntold wealth still to be drawn upon 
and millions of men still to be called to arms, the finish is still a long, 
long distance in the future.

London, Oct. 14.—The 
treatment by the British of 
prisoners of war formed the basis of 
a nintérview given by Chandler Hale 
yesterday on his return from a tour of 
inspection of the three British deten- 
tion camps. Mr. Hale, who was form- 
erly United States assistant secretary 
of state has charge of American em- 
bassies Austrian branch. He is the 
first American permitted to visit the 
enclosure in which Great Britain's hos- 
pitality is extended to enemy aliens. 

Altogether he saw more than 4,000 
prisoners, of whom less than 1,000 had 
been combattants, but these figures he 
said represents only a small per cent- 
age of the whole number incarcerated 
by the authorities. The comforts pro- 
vided for captives according to Mr, 
Hale amounted in most cases almost 
t oluxury particular where officer 
prisoners were concerned. He sald: 
“The feature of the tour which I 
should like to emphasize is that not a 
single complaint of any kind was made 
to me by any prisoner. All willingly 
conceded how. delightful they were 
treated, and I know they were sincere 
abuot it because I had the fullest op- 
portunity of conversing with them be- 
yond earshot of British officers. 

Germans Are Tackful. 

“Another curious thing was that not 
one asked me about the war, which was 
tackful, for they are not permitted to 
see newspapers or get any information 
about the war, and had they asked me 
I should have had to decline to answer. 

“I was informed, !ncidentally, that 
officer prisoners had heard of the fall 
of Antwerp, and that efforts were be- 
ing made to know how the news had 
leaked through to them 

“{t is intensely interesting to noto 
the difference between German and 
Austro-Hungarian prisoners. The lat- 
ter take imprisonment light heartedly, 
hut the Germans were inclined to be 
cantankerous and to grumble loudly 
against fate.” 

The first camp 
spected was an enclosure. 
The camp was arranged in streets of 
tents, 12 prisoners sharing each tent. 
The tents had wooden flooring. Fach 
occupant of a tent had two blankets 
and drew rations equivalent to @ Brit- 
ish soldier, except that he gets less 
meat and more bread, Mr. Hale said
